the Municipality Exhibition Commit- 
tee, and an enormous crowd, which In- 
cluded 1,000 English and American vis- 
itors. 

A large proportion: of the tourists, 
visiting Italy in the last three years, 
had bought tickets in the lottery, con- 
sequently the interest in to- 's draw> 
ing assumed an international char- 
acter. ‘The lucky number was 2,594,836, 

While Signor Bobbio, the notary, was 
examining the urns, which contained 
the tickets, he fell down in e@ fit. Im- 
mediately superstitious. spectators 
cried, “ Throw*him out.” They feared 
he possessed the evil eye. 

An hour’s delay ensued before order 
was restored, and the services of an- 
other notary were obtained, Finally 
the extraction of tickets from the two 
urns. began.. This was done by two 
-blindfolded orphan children. 

The announcement of the winning 

number, was received with cheers, al- 
though ‘the holder of the ticket prob- 
ably .lives in Northern Italy, where 
that particular weries of tickets. was 
sold, 
, Several thousand tickets for the lot- 
tery were lost with the Titanic, hav- 
ing been purchased ‘by Italians ‘living 
in America.

BOSTON, Jan..15.—A Canadian corpo-/ 
tation may be used to operate the steam- |. 
ship. lines now controlled by the New 
Haven Railroad asa means of comply- | 
ing with the new law forbidding rall- 
roads to own steamship lines.. This cor- 
poration is already in existence. It. is 
the Boston and. Yarmouth Steamship 
Company, Ltd., of Méntreal, and it ‘has 
just taken over the Yarmouth division 
of the Eastern Steamship Compauy, for- 
merly the Dominion Atlantio Line. 

On Sept. 1 the Eastern Steamship Com-. 
pany announced that it had acquired the 
Dominion Atlantic line. The notice was 
signed. by O,. H. Taylor, Passenger 
Traffic Manager, Pier 14, North River, 
New York, and by H. H: Cudworth, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent, India Wharf, Bos- 
ton. 

Accordingly there was great surprise 
when the Boston and Yarmouth Com- 
pany was announced ds the owner. 
Again the names of Messrs, Taylor and 
Cudworth were signed. 

“The Boston & Yarmouth Steamship 
Company, Limited, is a Montreal cor- 
poration that owns the Yarmouth ‘line 
which the Eastern Steamship Company 
operates,” explained Mr. Cudworth to- 
day.

Malmberg Explains, 
COEDUCATION ‘WORKS “WELL 


Mrs. Brannan Pleade with Woman's 
Political “Union Audience for 
.1915 Referendum Cash. 


Mme. Aino Malmberg of Finland in 
telling the guests of the Woman's 
Political Union at the Colony Club 
yesterday afternoon how successful 
the woman voter had been in her 
country, discussed feminine activities 
from many interesting angles: Inci- 
dentally she said that the co-educa- 
tional school, which: at first had been 
thought to be of great danger to 
manners and morals, had been found 
to be the most satisfactory. 

“Co-education does not make the 
girls masculine or the boys effemi- 
nate,” ehé ‘said... “I don’t think you 
can change the mature of the indi- 
vidual. Our’ girls are less sentimental, 
perhaps, They no longer. faint or: cry, 
and the boys are more gentlemanly 
than ' when . they are; educated with 
boys alone. We believe that it is better 
to bring the two sexes together in 
the educational period of their lives,” 

There are no anti-suffragists in Fin- 
land, and antis from other countries 
become converted when ‘they reach 
that country. 

en the suffrage was given to 
every one over 24 years old, women 
aé well as men,” said Mme. Malmberg, 
“there was not one voice raised 
against us. No one would have been 
mean enough. And..suffragists and 
anti-suffragists have come to see how it 
has worked to have the women vote, 
and none of them could sa, ber Apor eng 
against it. There was an ng lishman, 
Tr evil tell you who he was cCullum 
Shaw, who has opposed the women 
getting the vote {in Hnglan but he 
said he believed: in it in Finland. ‘I 
am still an anti-suffragist in Eng- 
land,’ he said. We had one French 
journalist sent over who was told to 
write against paris age for women.

THE MILITIA PAY BILL. 
In considering the Militia’ Pay bill it 
seems that Congress has one important 
question to decide, namely; Is the mili- 
tia of the States worth the extra ex- 
pense to the National Government? 
The aggregate strength of the National 
Guard is about 122,000, and, according 
to Gen. AtpeRrT L. Miuzs, Chief ‘of the 
Militia Division of the General Staff of 
the Army, it has so greatly improved 
in recent years that from 75 to 80 per 
cent. of its members would be qualified 
to answer the call of the Federal Gov- 


}ernment in case of trouble. In the 


opinion of army officers, the numerical 
strength of the militia should be 160,- 
000. . As there are generally about 
60,000 regulars in the United States, 
apart from the forces in garrisons be- 
yond the seas, that would insure a 
fighting force of more than 200,000 
men ready for emergency. ‘The new 
Army bill provides also for a reserve 
force of men who have served in the 
reguiar army, but some years must 
-| elapse before that force can be effect- 
ive, 

Some of the opponents, of the Dill 
doubt the efficiency of the National 
Guard. . Their doubts,-when they are 
intelligently expressed, should be heed- 
ed, It ought to be easy to get at the 
facts, as the union of. the. militia with 


‘| the ‘War Department is a matter of 


some.years’ standing, ; One. argument 
against the Militia Pay ‘dill has been 
printed in The Hvening: Post, as ‘fol- 
lows: — eS, : 

It will enormously increase the pres- 
tige and power of the militia machine, 
make it perhans a. dominating factor 
in. the military situation, and by its de- 
mands on the Treasury Mant: other mil- 
itary expenditure, 

Certainly that is a condition which 
army men cannot look forward to com- 
placently. Representative SLAYDEN’s 
idea that the politicians will strive \to 
make the paid militia an enormous 
machine for their own profit is worth 
heeding also. If both are true, then the 
National is not worth spending 
the Nation’s.money on. If the lew can- 
not be made so intelligible that these 
evils cannot. result from it, Congress 
should throw aside: the Pepper bill. 
But it has the support now, not only 
of the National Guard, but of the army 
as well. It is not a, measure to be 
slightingly treated, but one, demanding 
careful consideration from every. point 
of view, Clearly its object is not dis- 
honest or unpatriotic, but quite the re- 
verse... Its only aim is to strengthen 
the defenses of our country.

His chief engineer de- 
nounced the saving as “‘false, econ- 
omy,” and . recommended’ an expen- 
diture upon another rail which re- 
quired $5,000,000 more than the‘antici- 
pated cost. Mr. Hi tells the result: 


A competing rallway with me pur- 
chased the cheaper rail and had-to re- 
lay it within four years at a far greater 
expense than the original. installation. 
The’ rails for which I paid the high 
price are still in service. By paying-the 
high price for a good article my chief 
engineer estimated later that I saved 
the. stockholders of the aeaes At 40 
per cent. on the investment. 


The same rule works for the pur- 
chase 9f miles of steel rails, of under- 
clothing for children, or of a bunch 
of onions. The big financier invades 
the wife's domain by citing |\the price 
of a. good tenderloin steak at from 22 
to 40\cents.a pound, as compared with 
& round steak to be had at from 12 to 
20 cents. He insists that the. wife 
“has it within her power to make the 
high-priced tenderloin an economy ”: 


She serves it first as a broiled steak. 
With the remnants left, including the 
bome and fat, there are yet eleven 
different ways in which she can make 
palatable additional meals for her 
family and not have them feel that there 
is a monotony. in their food. When she 
reaches the final rag end of that high- 
priced tenderloin she still has a fertili- 
ger for her garden, and the steak has 
really cost her not more than 7 cents a 
pound, J

steak would involve a disproportionate 
waste. Woman, from the most-praise- 
worthy motives, betrays too often a 
tendency to buy Cheap at the expense 
of goodness. . But the French, the Ger- 
man, and the Italian housewives save 
‘by utilizing every scrap, It was exe 
amples such as theirs that made the 
Beef. Trust, with its profits from “ by- 
products,” a profitable industry.

Yesterday morning, however, 
what apparently was an unusually vigor- 
ous bomb startled the inhabitants of Hast 
Bleventh Street and brought them tum- 
bling in terror down their fire escapes. 

As has so often happened, not one of 
them confesses to any knowledge of why 
they were thus attacked, though of course 
all of them do know that the object of the 
explosion was to convince: doubters that 
demands for blackmail had best be 
granted, and at least a few of them could 
tell, if. they chose, just whose obstinacy 
had brought peril upon the rest. In other 
words, the population of the so-called 
bomb zone have not yet been convinced 
that the police are more powerful than 
the .blackmailers, or else they have not 
yet freed themselves from the conviction, 
brought over in the steerage with other 
baggage, that he who for any reason 
whatever-helps the police incurs & deep 
and lasting disgrace. 

The situation thus revealed anew is an 
almost intolerable ‘one, and, unlike some 
other phases of commercialized and sys- 
tematized crime, there is no Cause for 
suspicion that it: is: ‘* protected” by any-~ 
body except its own victims. There is, 
to be sure, a ‘system’ connected with 
it, but the “system ’’ is wholly different 
from the others concerning which ‘we have 
heard so much, and not even the worst 
of our municipal guardians is implicated 
in it or would hesitate to do what he can 
to end ft.

“On the two hundred miles between sia 
Missouri and the mouth of-the Oni 
have spent $15,000,000. Yet-the traffic Ok 
this part of.the river, including that of St. 
Louis; has steadily decreased. In 1880 
the quantity of freight shipped: by water 
from St. Louis was 1,038,000 tons; in 1900 
it fell ta 245,000 tons; in 1911 it fell. to 
191,965 tons. The United States has spent 
more in improving this stretch of the 
Mississippi. Rivef—200 miles—than. the 
Central Government of Germany. has‘ 
spent for improving the Rhine from Stras- 
burg to the frontier of Holland, about 
355 miles, on which. the annual . traffic 
reaches the enormous aggregate of 40,- 
000,000 tons, as compared with the bes- 
garly 191,965 tons.on this; important 
stretch of the Mississippi.’’: This -state- 
ment illustrates im-a most effective way 
the difference. in our methods of: dealing 
with the development of our waterways. 
In .Germany,,and-in France and Belgium 
and contiguous countries as .well, the 
waterways are improved for the beriefit of 
the people and the development of 'com- 
merce, and not for the promotion of the 
political fortunes of the office-holding 
contingent, whose chiéf/concern in such 
matters appears to he personal and. self- 
ish rather than for the general anes.

The River 
and Harbor bill.is known in the expres- 
sive. slang. of the, as, ‘the pork bar- 
rel,” and all thé hogs aa had their feet 
in the trough: The Big Sandy River and 
its tributariés have cost the taxpayers $1,- 
700,000, and “the annual traffic on these 
streams, exclusive of timber, amounts to 
2,000 tons.” “In interest alone on its in- 
vestment,”’ says Mr. Fuller, “it costs the 
United States $20 for every ton of freight 
carried on these streams. Added to this 
ig the anriual cost of maintenance Of '$20,- 
000,’ or $10’ for every ton of traffic.” 
The improvement of the Big Sandy was 
undertaken to furnish cheap transporte- 
tion of coal. Last year not a single ton 
of coal was carried oh the Big Sandy 
systerh, The Hennepin Canal has cost the 
United States $7,463,680. The anual traffic 
through this canaj does not reach 25,000 
tons. Trinity River, in Texas, is to: be dé- 
veloped at an estimated cost of $4,500,000. 
The purpose of this improvement is to 
make a waterway from Dallas to theGult of 
Mexico, a distance of 511 miles, an utterly 
impossible undertaking within; any rea- 
sonable economic and commercial] pos- 
sibilities, Then there is the dear old Mus- 
kingum River in Ohio, upon which the 
Government has already expended nearly, 
if not quite, $2,000,000. It costs , $60,000 
annually to keep the locks and dams in 
working condition.-In 1911 the total 
comrnerce on this {‘improvement” was only 
63,000 tons, the ic on the Muskin- 
gum being almost entirely confined to 
gasoline launches and motor boats. Down 
to this time the improvement of the chan- 
nel in the Missouri River between Kansas 
City and the Mississippi has ‘cost the tax- 
peyers $11,500,000. In 1910 the traffic over 
this stretoh of navigable water aggregated 
about e# much as ‘two ordinary freight 
cars would hold.

He Bélleves Twelve to Fifteen Horse 
Power Kerosene-Burning Motors 
Would Find Ready Sale. 


In a report from Swatow, China, United 
States Consul C. L. L. Williams’ points. 
out; an .mcommonly promising opening 
for marine motor engines, and gives'a 


turers and exporters on how they may. ex~) 
tend their trade or. increase ‘it in this 
populous. territory. 

Swatow, he says, is ene of the most 
important ports in ‘China on account of 
its being a distributing centre for imports 
and a shipping point for exports. It 
-ranks fifth among China’s treaty ports. 
In 1911 it had imports, native°and for- 
eign, valued at more than $23,000,000 
United States currency, and exports of 
native produce valued at abeut $10,000,- 
000. As the town has a population of 
only about 60,000, it is easy to see, Mr. 
Williams observes, that the great bulk 
of both imports and exports have to be 


transported from Swatow to the interior, 
or from the interior producing. centres to 
Swatow. 

“A--portion of -this transshipment 
trade,” continues Mr, Williams, ‘is coast- 
wise ‘by junk, but the greater part of: it 
is by the various. rivers which debouch 
into the large landlocked bay on which 
Swatow is situated. Of these the most 
important is. the Han River. By it are 
reacheg Chaochowfu, the preféctural citys 
having a population ot 400,000 to 600,00 
at least, and the populous Hakka district 
of Kayingchow, 

“The river is in places 
low, @ minimum depth of water on shoals 

ft 2 feet being not unusual; consequently 
a particular type of boat "has been de- 
signed to meet the requirements of river 
traffic on it. While these naturally vary 
in size, the followin _ measurements m 
be taken as typica Length. over all, 
about 42 feet; srinceieriosis beam, which ex- 
tends or three-quarters of the ship’s 
length, 10 feet; beam at w, 4% feet; 
beam ‘at stern, 4 feet; maximum molde 
depth. amidships, 4 feet; draft, loaded, 2% 
to 3 feet. 

Junk Hull a Semicircle. 

“A cross section of such a junk shows 
the hull to be almost @ complete semi- 
circle in shape; that is, there is practical- 
ly no keel, and the sides are rounded, not 
vertical. A longitudinal section shows @ 


straight bottom for about three-quarters 
of the vessel’s length, which is carried in 
long sweeping, curves’ to the prow and 
stern, both of which, but particularly the 
bow, are considerably elevated above the 
level_of the boat amidships, The hull is 
divided transversely by tumerous. bulk- 
heads, which form separate’ cargo com- 
fs construc as. well.as for ribs.. The hull 
constructed ‘of 1-inch planks. As there 
is. no<arrangement for shipping. a mast, 
and as in any case there is no keel, in 
such shallow water .a centrebeard ‘or ‘jee- 
boards being impossibilities, when work- 
ing up stream the boat depends for pro- 
sion on trackers and -poling, unless 
he wind happens to, be almost directly 
astern, when mat sails are hoisted ,on 
bamboos. The journey up ‘to Sam 
which is the head of navigation, is about 
145 miles. As a loadedjun tracking can- 
not. make more than about 15 miles per 
day against the current, which runs nor- 
er, hour, 
the journey’ up.‘ takes about..ten: days. 
With favorable ‘conditions the round oe 
can be ecuomiy ianen ina Much ‘boats but 
the average .is over this. .Suc 
carry a crew of five. 


The River Boat’s Freight: 


“For freight these boats. take, on the 
up trip, ‘kerosene oil, coal, bean cake; 
piece goods, and mistéllaneous imports, 
both, native and foreign. Downward, they 
bring..to. Swatow. paper, charcoal, and 
firewood principally.. Taking kerosene 
oil “as an example, for transport to. Sam 
Hi38 Deyn! ig gg concerned. pay 20 cents 

Mexican (about 10 cents United States 
currency) per case, of which one of Sager 
pen is capable of loading from 250 to 400 

depending on size, Thus the freight 
for e up trip alone works out at $50 
to $80 Mexican. (about $25 to #0, Down- 
ward freights are considerabl ess. 

**It has occurred to the writer that it 
might be possible to install. motors in 
these craft at a great saving in operati 
expenses. The principal obstacles are the 
light construction of the boats, their shal- 
low draft, and the Chinese conservatism. 
There is no doubt that these boats would 
require considerable. stiffening before a 
motor could be installed; this must be a 
matter for expert advice. As to the ‘shal- 
low draft, the propeller would have to be 
carried in: a ‘tunnel,’ a common type of 
‘construction for shallow-draft ‘motor 
boats. As to Chinese conseryatism, it 
could be overcome, in my opigion, only 
by, actual demonstration. 

*There is no question; if the project be 
feasible, that it would prove profitable. 
am informed that.a twelve «to fif- 
teen horse-power kerdsene-burning motor 
would be sufficiently powerful to give 
these boats.a speed of about seven. miles 
per hour—ample to give a five-mile speed 
Ret hour for the round trip. to. Sam Ho.

stances. On the basis that a motor will 
burn one pint of kerosene per. hour per 
orse power, the. fuel cost for the trip |9s-.

Catalogues Not Effective. 


“It must be remembered that n6\ at 
tempt to interest those concerned in the 
junk traffic in the proposition of ih- 
stalling motors can possibly succeed if 
‘confined to catalogues. In the first. place 
as already indicated, expert opinion will 
be mecessary to decide whether these 
junks are sufficiently stanch to stand @ 
motor.
